THE CONDITION OF THE HEAVY

M. Blondeau gives the following ree'po for 
purifying and bleaching sponges: The sponges 
are first washed in tepid water, and thenin a 
solution of hydrochloric acid—5 cubic centimetres

the pores from carbonate of lime. To jbleach 
them they are immersed for twenty-four hours 
in a solution composed of 5 parts of hydro 
chlorio acid to 100 of water, with the addition of 
G6 pints of hyposulphito of soda. In this way 
sponges may be bleached more effectually and 
rapidly than with sulphurous acid,

LEGAL NOTES. 

One of the Joint sureties died, and the remain 
ing surety was compelled to pay the whole 
debt. In this case, Johnson ys. Harvey, the New 
York Court of Appeals decided, on March 1, 
through Judge Finch, that the estate of the de- 
ceased surety was liable for his proportion of 
the debt. 


Two parties were arrested for the appropria- 
tion of money received in a fiduciary capacity. 
In this ease, Bowman ys. Yates, decided by the 
the New York Supreme Court, at New York, on 
March 11, Judge Daniels, in the opinion, said: 
“The money having been used in the business of 
the firm, both of the partners can be arrested, 
and the use of the money may be proved by the 
statements of one partner only.” 


It is not such an alteration of a promissory 
note that the sureties will be d.scharged when 
the interest is reduced 1 per cent., and a memo- 
randum of the reduction made on the note, in 
the opinion of the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts, in Cambridge Savings Bank vs. 
Ilyde, decided in April. Judge Morton, in the 
opinion, said that the memorandum had no more 
effect than if written on a separate paper. And 
as the change in the terms of the contract is 
necessarily favorable to the sureties on the note, 
it will not discharge them, even if made without 
their knowledge. 

An indorser upon a note of a bankrup! firm for 
$5,000, which had not matured, sought to pro- 
tect himself by purchasing the stock of the 
bankrupts for the amount of the note which he 
undertook to pay. The assignee brought « bill 
to defeat the plan in the United States Circuit 
Court for the Western District of Wisconsin, 
Sill vs. Solberg, and Judge Dyer, in deciding the 
ease in April, said: “The indorser was under a 
liability for the bankrupts, and payment was so 
made as to relieve him from that liability, and 
thereby benefit him; and it is not to be over- 
looked, for this is a vital element of the bill, that 
this was done in pursuance of a scheme or fraud- 
ulent device between the bankrupts and the 
defendant, which inured to the benefit of the 
latter, at the expense of the other creditors. 
Thereby he as effectually secured a preference 
as if the assets had been paid to him directly, 
and he had then appropriated them to the pay- 
ment of the note.” 


The right of a solvent partner to administer 
the assets of the firm, was considered by the 
Yalted States Circujt Court, at New York, in the 


























































Choate, in the opinion, said: ‘It is nndoubtedly 

the right of a sole remaining solvent partner to 
‘ demand and take from his insolvent co-partners 

the liquidation of the affairs of the firm; and 
this seems to be a personal right which the sol- 
vent partner cannot transfer. But he must ex- 
ercise the right in due time. Independently of 
the statute of limitation, he will lose the right to 
administer the assets as the sole remaining sol- 
vent partner by laches. In this case he knew of 
the bankruptcy of the other partners, and then 
was the time for him to assert the right. He 
failed to do so. After about two years he de- 
manded an account of money collected and pay 
ment of his pretended balances due, and after 
about ten years from the time, if ever, his right 
to liquidate aecrued to him, he has brought suit. 

This right of a solvent partner is a privilege 

which he may assert or may waive. If he per- 

mits his insolvent partner, or the representative 
1 of his insolvent partner, to go on and administer 
the assets, he waives his privilege, and this, I 
think, the plaintiff has done. The right really 
accrued, if at all, against the bankrupts, upon 
their failure, or at any rate against the assignee 
in bankruptcy as soon as he assumed control over 
these assets, upon his appointment as alleged 
in the bill.” 

The failure or refusal to deliver possession of 
a store which was leased to a merchant will give 
him a claim only forthe difference between the 
rent he agreed to pay and the actual value of 
the annual rent, inthe opinion of the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, in Allegaert vs. Smart, 
decided on January 24. The court affirmed the 
judgment upon the opinion of Judge Thayer in 
court below. It was also said that in no case are 
remote or speculative damages allowable, such 
as profits the lesseo might have made, loss of busi - 
ness, depreciation of goods, and the like matters.

A seal was added to a promissory note without 
the knowledge or consent of the maker, and he 
sought to avoid his liability upon the ground thot 
the note had been altered. In this case, Vaughan 
ys. Fowler, recently decided by the Supreme 
Court of South Carolina, Judge McGowan, in the 
opinion, said: ‘It is well settled that any altera- 
tion of 2 written security ina material part ren- 
ders it altogeth r void. Was the addition of the 
seala material alteration. We lave not been 
cited to any case in our own reports’ eciding tho 
precise point, but upon principle it seems that 
there can be no doubt that it is a materi: ul altera 
tion. A change in the character or effect of the 
instrument, whether in respect to its oblgation 
or to its weight in evidence, is a material altera- 
tion. Thus the addition of a seal to the signa- 
ture of the maker of a note converts ivinto a 
bond against which no plea of want of considera 
tion can be made, andthis invests his contracts 
with attributes which he declined to impart to 
it. Consequently the note is voided. It docs | 
not appear who made the alteration; but when 
on the production of an instrument it appears to 
have been altered, it is incumbent on the party 
offering it in evidence to explain this appear- 
ance.”

The Increased Use of Spermand 
Whale Oils. 

The Reporter has from time to time 
briefly referred to the increased consump- 
tion of sperm and whale oils, more parti- 
cularly the former, and it is now proposed 
to show why consumers are again turning 
their attention to these long neglected ar- 
ticles. The causes that have brought 
whale and sperm oil into disuse did not 
arise from any deterioration of quality but 
was due solely to their greater cost as com- 
pared to other oils that are equally valu- 
able for lubricating and burning purposes. 
The fact that whale and sperm oi!s as il- 
luminating oils have been long since su- 
perseded is too well known to need further 
comment by us, and we will confine our 
remarks simply to the question of lubrica- 
tion. It is doubtful if sperm oil as a lubri- 
cant will ever {be entirely supplanted, at 
least by the oils at present known to com- 
merce. It will never be used separately 
as it was in the days before paraffine and 
other mineral oils were discovered, but as 
an adultarant (and we use the word 
in no derogatory sense), it possesses quali- 
ities that are not surpassed by any other 
lubricant, and for extending other lubri- 
cating oil its continuance is, therefore, as- 
sured. In tests that have been made with 
samples of various lubricants, sperm oil 
stood second in the list of oils that 
showed the least coeflicient of friction at 
the lowest degree of heat, a very fine 
sample of mineral oil being first, If the 
same care had been taken in selecting tha 
sperm oilthat had been exercised in the

While it must be 
distinctly understood that we do not accuse 
the persons hereafter to be mentionsd, as 
being accessory to the great fraud that 
was perpetrated yesterday, we think the 
readers of the World will fully agree with 
us, that circumstances would seem to 
implicate them, to such an extent as to 
demand a full and public explanation.

A New Oil Craze. 

People in the southeastern part of Wash- 
inton county, Pennsylvania, about 20 miles 
from Pittsburgh are in a fever of excite- 
ment over the prospect of striking oil, 
boring for which has been commenced on 
an extensive scale. The operations are 
under the direction of a company of 
Eastern capitalists, who have leased 60,000 
acres of land, all ot which 1s believed to 
overlie an oil basin. Several test wells 
put down last fall gave satisfactory results. 
The wells are supposed to be 1,900 feet 
above the sealevel, which distanoe twill be

is abandoned. Good judges, however, say 
oil in large quantities will be found at 
less than half that depth. Secretary 
Blaine owns a large tract of land near the 
supposed oil territory, which will also be 
worked if the wells now being sunk should 
prove successful.

The N. Y. 7' mes of recent date says: ‘A tax on 
crude oil production will not reach the Standard 
Oil Company. That giant monopoly controls 
nearly the entire product of the oil regions, as 
well as most of the refineries of the country, and 
regulates the price of petroleum i» most of the 
world’s markets, but itself produces an insignifi- 
eant fraction of the yield. All the important 
lines of oil transportation by pipe and rail are in 
its grasp, and it is able to dictate terms to the 
producers. It can make the price of oil what it 
pleases in any city in the country except New 
York, It has a year’s supply in store in its tanks, 
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About Disinfectants, 

The necessity for the use of disinfectants 
| is recognized as an axiom by general con- 
| sent at this day, and it may even be doubt- 

ed whether the popular tendency is not to 

carry the matter to an extreme—a safe one, 
however—and to assume that not only are 
all diseases produced by germs originating 
in putrefactive action, but also that all dis- 
agreeable smells are necessarily indications 

0: disease producing putrefactive action. 

As we have said, however, while this isa 

view which would not be unqualifiedly en- 

dorsed by physicians, so long as it leads to 
greater care in avoiding sources of putre- 
faction,and to the increased use of disinfect- 
ants, it must be considered at least a safe 
delusion, if delusion it be. The cause, how- 
' ever, of the efficacy of disinfectants, the 
precise mode of their action, and the rea- 
sons for preferring one to another, are 
matters not yet fully understood, or defi- 
nitely agreed by even scientitic men who 
have devoted much time to their study. 
While we have neither time nor space 
tor the discussion or elaboration of the 
rival theories put forth, it may be of inter- 
; est to note the views most generally held 
|in regard to what are known as “zymotic” 
| diseases with reference to the action of 
|disinfectants. The term “zymotic,” as 
applied to diseases, includes all those dis- 
,orders (such as diphtheria, typhus and 
| typhoid fever, cholera, yellow fever, etc.) 
as are usually found to prevail as epidem- 
ics, and are supposed to depend for their 
| origin upon a process analagous to fermen- 
(tation set up inthe blood by some infec- 
tion or contagion—in regard to the precise 
nature of which physicians differ. The 
word “zymotic’ itself signifies—this being 
| from the Greek ‘‘zymosis”—a fermentation. 
Ht should be noted that there are physi- 
cians who lovk upon tae appearance of an 
epidemic as something quite natural arguing 
that isolated cases of these diseases are con- 
stantly occurring, and that an epidemic 
will occur when there are a great many 
persons liable to such disorder--that is, to say 
the causes are Omnipresent, and such 
violent measures of protection to others as 
| quarantine, etc. are therefore useless. ‘This 
| is not, however, the opinion of the majority 
| of physicians, who favor the theory of the ex- 
listence of specific substances which, when 
| brought into the system, develop special dis- 
' eases. ‘I'he precise nature of these special sub- 
saances has not been absolutely established 
as yet, but the weight of evidence appears to 
| be in favor of what is known as the “germ 
theory,” which is the only one we shall 
consider, Plants having green leaves, as 


and by means of corrupt bargains with railroads, |is well known, are able on account of 


which have been often inquired into but never 
yet fully exposed, itis able to deliver oil at any 
point in the West or South for what it costs at 
the wells, or with only a trivial freight charge 
added. No other company can secure such fa- 
vorable rates, so it has no rivals, The profits di 
vided among its stockholders every year exceed | 
its capital in amount. It scarcely need be said 
that the existence of the Standard Oil Company 
is a source of danger to the commonwealth. The 
Legislature of Pennsylvania ought to be able to 
find means to reach the property of this com- 
pany, as well as that of the oil producers, and the | 
22,000,000 barrels of oil which it has in store cer- | 
tainly seem to be a sufficiently tangible form of | 
property.” 

Inthe same connection, the Bedford Gazelt. 
makes the following brief but interesting expla- | 
nation of the effect of Attorney General Scheil’s | 

action in forcing a settlement of the question of | 
taxation with the burly mendicant—the Stand- | 
ard: 

“Now that the settlement has been made 
against the Standard Oil Company for taxes due 
the Commonwealth, amounting to more than 
$3,144,000, that gigantic monopoly that has 
accumulated in the last ten years upwards of 
$80,000,000, is put upon the defensive. Power- 
ful as this corporation is, it cannot moye a step 
in the direction of evading or escaping the pay- 
ment of the taxes settled against it, save at the 
pleasure of the accounting officers of the Com- 
monwealth, until it reports and shows all that 
the late Auditor General demanded that it should 
report. 

The ‘accounting officers of the Common- 
wealth’? must see to it that they have no pleasure 
in this matter save that of justice toward the 
people, and in the decision of the Standard as to 
the contlngency presented, either of paying the 
amount assessed or showing up the extent, meth- 
ods and profits of its business, there will be very 
little to choose, except thatif the policy of si- 
lence is preserved, there will be strong and justi- 
flable suspicions that the extent of the imposi- 
tions practiced and the disreputubie character 
of the methods operated by the monopoly have 
never yet been known or perhaps guessed at_by 

the shrewdest investigators.”’ 


their peculiar organization to grow and to 
sustain themselves by the assimilation ot 
inorganic elements, which they draw from 
air, earth and water; but animals, being 
differently constituted, can only be sus- 
tained by appropriating material which 
has previously been manufactured by the 
plants, while between these two there is a 
class of organisms of lower grade, which, 
while they are classed as plants, are 
obliged to nouriSh themselves after the 
manner of animals, being destitute of the 
organization necessary to the appropria- 
tion of inorganic substances. They be- 
come the great scavengers of nature, as 
they absorb and utilize everything which 
has been spared by the animal kingdom; 


| but while in this way they do great good, 


they are also capable of great harm by 
their parasitic nature, These organisms 
are, for the most part, so minute as to be 
distinguishable only by microscopes of 
high power and, while some of them are 
more zomplex 1n structure, many of them 
consist of only a single cell. Yet they 
all sustain themselves and multiply with 
marvelous rapidity, while their indestruc- 
tibility is something almost beyond con- 
ception. These organisms may be classed 
in general as fungi and, while their hab- 
its and methods of growth are still matters 
ot dispute among microscopists and botan- 
ists, it is sufficient for practical purposes 
to cite as fimiliar examples such growths 
as yeast, the mould on cheese, etec., and 
the fungus which produces the potato rot. 
When the extreme minuteness of these 
growths is considered, the ease with.which 
they may become diffused through the at- 
mosphere and the rapidity of their propa- 
gation, it is not difficult to see what 


powerful agents for mischief they are cap- 
able of becoming. The higher fungi— 
such as some of those we have mentioned 
—are not generally credited with the pro- 
duction of disease to any extent; the lower 
forms, known as ‘‘micrococei” or ‘‘bacte- 
ria,” are generally believed to be the effi- 
cient causes of many disorders. They 
consist of a single cell and multiply by 
division; they grow in colonies, and each 
individual is surrounded and enveloped 
by amucous substance. These are con- 
sidered to be the efficient cause of most of 
our contagious and infectious diseases, the 
particular disease propagated in each case 
being determined by the nature of the 
bacteria taken into the system. 

Bacteria are known to be the cause of 
putrefaction, and we might almost style 
them the result of the putrefactive pro- 
cess as well,since they are produced in 
great numbers wherever this operation is 
going on, and it is theretore easy to see 
why localities where decomposition is tak- 
ing place extensively should be unhealthy 
and unfit for human habitation. Putrefac- 
tion may beconsidered as synonomous with 
termentation, the former being accompa- 
nied by the production of a disagreeable 
odor while the latter is not; hence, putre- 
faction may be constdered as putrid fer- 
mentation. Besides the germ theory or 
which we have just given an outline, there 
is a gaseous theory which ascribes both the 
noxious odor and the poisonous action ot 
putrefaction, due to the development of 
certain gases, but it is not necessary to go 
into the consideration of this, since not 
only does it lack confirmation, but it makes 
little difference in regard to the choice of 
disinfectants, which is the most important 
point to be considered with reference to 
the public requirements. Disinfectants 
are divided coxveniently into two classes: 
Ist. Those which act by oxidation, carrying 
a decomposing body so rapidly through 
the changes that no hurtful compounds 
are formed; and, 2d, those which act by 
arresting decomposition. Taking the 
germ theory as a basis, we may say that 
disinfectants are substances which de- 
stroy the life of the bacteria, which 
are the efficient media cf contagion, 
and in their action two stages may be 
noted. A limited quantity of disizfectant 
renders them motionless, in which condi- 
tion they do not propagate, but life is not 
extinct, and they may recover and become 
active again. Ifa larger quantity of disin- 
fectant be used, the bacteria die. The first 
action is antiseptic, the second only can be 
properly called disinfectant. Antiseptics 
in sufficient quantities may, and probably 
do, act as disinfectants, but their antiseptic 
and disinfectant actions do not always bear 
the same relation to each other, and it is 
not always safe to assume that a good anti- 
septic will be always a good disinfectant. 


Disinfectants of the first class—those act- 
ing by oxidation—are water which is 
changed with air in solution; inert sub- 
stances in powder which probably act by 
subdividing the gas or liquid, and causing 
a larger surface to be presented for the 
action of the oxygen of the air; chemicals 
liberating oxygen, such as chlorine and the 
hyperchlorites, permanganate of potash, 
peroxide of hydrogen, iodine, bromine, 
hypopitric acid, the lower nitrogen oxides, 
chromates, etc; sulphurous acid probably 
belongs to this class also, owing its efli- 
cacy to its facility for uniting with oxygen 
to form sulphuric acid. ‘The second 
class—those which arrest decomposition— 
includes such substances as carbolio and 
cresylic acids, creasote, thymol, (a sub- 
stance extracted from oil of thyme), iron, 
zinc, manganese, copper and lead salts, 
mercury, arsenic, etc.; mineral acids, chlo- 
rides, nitrates, alkalies, alkaline earths, ete. 
It should not forgotten, also, that heat is a 
sure disinfectant in circumstances under 
which it can be applied, there probably 


being no known forms of bacteria which | 


could survive a temperature much over 140 
deg., but of course this fact can seldom be 
made of any practical importance. Many 
experiments have been made and much 
time spent in trying to determine the mode 
of action as well as the relative value of 
diffarent articles as disiufectants, but ob- 
servers are far from being in accord in 
regard to the results obtained, and our 





knowledge on the subject must be consid- 
ered as being yet very far from complete or 
thoroughly formulated. A few of these 
experiments we may allude to on account of 
their practical bearing. Dr. Endemann 
added picric acid to a slightly alkaline pu- 
trid fluid, in the proportion of 1 p.rt of 
acid to 200 parts of liquid, and found that 
complete disinfection did not take place, 
but when the solution had been slightly 
acidified, previously to the addition of the 
picric acid, disinfection was complete. 
The same observer found that the addition’ 
of 1 part of muriatic acid to 64 parts of 
fluid cansed complete disinfection, the 
bacteria being completely dissolved and 
the previously turbid liquid rendered per- 
fectly clear. This shows that the mineral 
acids are effective disinfectants, and Dr. 
Endemann says that the contents ofa privy 
vault can be disinfected by adding toitabout 
114 per cent of the mass of muriatic acid, 
only that more acid must be used than 
would be required to makeallg per cent 
solution with water, owing to the fact that 
much or the contents of the vault, being 
strongly alkaline, will neutralize a certain 
proportion of the acid. It is undoubtedly - 
to the ease with which they part with their 
acid that thé metallic salts chiefly owe their 
value as disinfectants. The salts, for va- 
rious reasons, however, are more conve- 
nient to use, and, on the whole, more prac- 
tically efficient. One advantage in the use 
of salts is that in cesspools and similar 
close localities, they act as absorbers of 
oxygen, and thus help to produce a condi- 
tion unfavorable to the production of bac- 
teria. The acids would also seem to unite 
with the ammonia and other bases of the 
contents of the pool probably after having 
done their office in causing the destruction 
of the germs, 

So far as can be deduced from experi- 
ments made the relative value of various 
disinfectants may be estimated about as 
follows : 

Ist. Carbolic and cresylic acids. 

2nd. Zine salts. 

3rd. Manganese and iron salts, ete. 

Chloride of lime and similar compounds 
may be considered as not properly disin- 
fectants at alli—they simply substitute one 
odcr for another, and it should be remem- 
bered that, while it is true that disinfect- 
ants are deodorizer, and while it is true 
that where we have destroyed the odor of a 
putrefying mass we have probably de- 
stroyed all the bacteria, it is also true that 
disguising an odor is not destroying it. 
This reasoning may be applied to carbolic 
acid, as often used by simply diffusing it 
throughout an infected room. The acid 
under such circumstances is not brought 
in contact with the putrefying and in- 
fectious in sufficient quantities to effect 
disinfection. The chief use of the acid 
under such circumstances, therefore,would 
seem to be, as suggested by§ Dr. Ende- 
mann. to warn persons entering the room 
of their danger. It must be remembered 
in using any disinfectant that the quantity 
must be attended to as well as the quality 
in order to secure perfect results. While 
all the metallic are efficient and 
valuable disinfectants, the weight of evi- 
dence seems to be in favor of the salts of 
zinc, which, moreover, have the advantage 
of not staining fabrics and having no dis- 
agreeable odor. Whateveragent be chosen, 
it must be borne in mind that wherever 
putrefaction or fermentation is going on 
these germs of disease are being gener- 
ated, and that when the smell is destroyed, 
not disguised, the putrefaction process 
may be considered to have been arrested, 
and not until then.

A better fe eling and more inquiry is noticed in 
the window glass market for the past week. 
Some dealers report an active trade in large 
orders, but for other transactions are wholly of 
a jobbing nature. It is more than ever certain 
that the time for the usual spring demand has 
passed, without bringing the large trade pre- 
dicted earlier in the season, and expectations 
formed then will have to be realized further on. 
Most American factors have put out their fires, 
and will not commence work again till fall. A 
controversy is in progress in Pittsburgh between 
the employers and blowers, over the question of 
wages the coming season. The manufacturers 
claim they have been paying so high for labor 
that there is no money in the business, and have 
therefore announced a reduction when business 
commences again. 

Plate glass is unchanged since our last report. 
A fair trade is in progress, but large lots are not 
wanted. The little misunderstanding between 
the manufacturers’ agents remains unadjusted 
at the expense not only of themselves, but also 
of the general dealer, who can scarcely see his 
way clear to large profits at ruling rates. Many 
dealers in fact are refusing orders, preferring to 
wait till prices are better rather than sell at 
cost.

On the Loss of Nitrous Compounds in 
the Manufacture of Sulphuric Acid, 
and on a Method for their abate- 


ment,

In the ordinary working of vitriol cham- 
bers provided with the Gay-Lussac tower 
there is lost a certain quantity of nitrous 
compounds, which involves a correspond- 
ing consumption of nitrate of soda or nitric 
acid. Having studied the cause of these 
losses, we have succeeded in reducing them 
to the third part of what they reach in the 
best conducted establishments. The only 
really important loss is that produced by 
the proportion of hyponitric acid in the 
gases which have traversed the Gay-Lussac 
tower and escaps into the atmosphere. 
The gases whieh issue from the lead cham. 
bers ought to contain at least 5 per cent of 
oxygen in excess, which is necessary in 
order that the oxidation of the sulphurous 
acid may be complete. We are led to ad- 
mit that in presence of this quantity of free 
oxygen the nitrous compounds are in the 
state of hyponitric acid. On the other 
hand, it is understood that the sulphurie 
acid, charged with nitrogen products on its

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have remarked that the proportion of ni- 
{rous acid flowing from the towers is so 


much the lower as the working of the 
chambers is more nitrous—a fact which 
appears anomalous. The loss of nitrous 
products diminishes in the same propor- 
tion asthe intensity of coloration of the 
gases entering the tower. On eximining 
these gases carefully we have always found 
there the presence of a quantity of sulphur- 
ous acid, very slight but variable, the co- 
existence of which with sulphuric acid can 
only be dus to the imperfection of the 
mixture. Such are the facts which have 
furnished us with the explanation sought 
for. The gases in this place are almost 
dry, but not absolutely so. The sulphurous 
acid meeting with hyponitric acid reduces 
it. This reduction, however, stops at nit- 
ious acid, because this product as soon as 
formed combines with the sulphuric acid 
produced at the same time, and yields the 
stable compound nitroso-sulphurie acid. 
The reaction takes place between two equi- 
valents of each of these two bodies. One 
equivalent of nitroue acid is retainsd while 
the other escapes, to become oxidized 
afresh, and recommence a little further the 
same reactions. The sulphuric acid which 
moistens the coke in the tower hgs the ef- 
fect of recollecting the nitroso-sulphuric 
acid formed in the gases, dissolving 1t, and 
bringing it to the bottom of the tower. It 
has no chemical action except in the excep- 
tional cases where it meets with preformed 
nitrous acid. The nitroso-sulphuriec acid 
being unalterable, the nitrous products are 
henceforth secure from all attacks. We 
have pointed out that there remains in the 
gaseous mixtura a very slight quantity of 
watery vapor. This condition is necessary, 
as sulphurous and hyponitric ac'ds when 
perfectly dry do not rgact with each other, 
the nitroso-sulphuric compound containing 
combined water. On tho other hand, a 
slightly larger proportion of water destroys 
the compound. 


If the recovery of the nitrous products is 
more complete when the gases are scarcely 
yellowish, this depends on the fact that 
they contain a proportion of sulphurous 
acid nearer what ought to be the case. But 
itisim possible w maintain this state inprac- 
tice, the least influence modifying it, and 
rendering it either nitrous or sulphurous, 
and causing Iesses in either cese. We are 
led to go on with an excess of nitrogen 

_ product, and to lose the quantity of hypo- 
nitric acid which has not met with sulphur- 
ous acid to combine with. We may, there- 
fore, say that the weight of the nitrous 
products retained is proportional to the 
quantity of sulphurous acid co-existing in 
the gascs at their entrance into the Gay- 
Lussac condensers. 


If this is the case, itis suflicient to restore 
the just proportion by the direct injection, 
at the foot of the tower, of sulphurous acid 
in a suitable hygrometric state, so that the 
reactions may be complete. The gases 
then become simultaneously poorer iu sul- 
phuious and hyponitric acids, in conse- 
quence of the greater perfection of 
the mixture and of the repeated contacts 
with acid at 1°689 sp. gr., and if the pro- 
portions are well regulated they contain at 
their exit merely absolutely insignificant 
traces of either of these two bodies. Such 
are the conditions which we have realized, 
and experience has fully confirmed our 
forecasts. We have thus sueceeded in re- 
ducing the expense of nitrate to the third 

what it had bcen ) reviously. 

The ob;ect we had in view was thus ob- 
tained, but we soon found that the use of 
this process gave rise to other advant ges 
of great importance. We were no longer 
liable to those losses which are incurred in 
working with an excess of nitrous vapors, 
s'nce we were able to re-establish the equi- 
librium in the composition of the gases at 
any given moment. It results that we 
could expedite the reactions, obtain the 
highest possible yield: of sulphuric acid, 
and increase the weight of pyrites burnt in 
a plant of given size. Thus, at the Javal

Linseed oil is lower, the market having gradu- 

ally declined from 52c to 50@5le, which were 
the closing figures to-night. The inside price, 
however, is not generally quoted; but there is no 
doubt that large buyers can readily make pur- 
chases at that figure. The demand continues 
very good, but is principally for prompt or early 
delivery. Stocks are somewhat reduced in some 
crushers’ hands, but there appears to be suffi- 
cient quantity to supply all current wants. _ It is 
reported that contracts have been made at less 
than 50c but this lacks confirmation, and in view 
of the advanced cost of seed it is doubtful if 
city crushers would be willing to enter into con- 
tracts at present at less than the latter price. 
Western oil is offering here at the same price as 
City, but we do not learn of any sales. <A West- 
ern correspondent, under date of the 4th inst., 
writes us as follows: ‘Since the reduction in 
price the linseed oil trade in the West has shown 
more activity. At fifty cents per gallon there 
are always a good many buyers, and the larger 
dealers and consumers watch the market closely, 
ready to lay in heavily upon the first symptoms 
of increased firmness. It would be an unusual 
complication if an advance in oil should occur 
right upon an incoming crop of seed, 
and yet it is not unlikely.” Calcutta seed 
oil is also a little easier, and though crushers 
quote 58@59c, they are ready to make sales in a 
large way at 1c per gallon less. The demand is 
moderate and generally for small quantities, 
Stocks are in the hands of one or two crushers. 

Mustard seed oil is still quotable at 60@65c, but 
these prices are almost entirely nominal, as very 
little of the oil is wanted at present. 

English rapeseed oil is now quoted at 874@90c 
in a jobbing way, a concession from previously 
quoted rates. There is some demand, but the 
orders are mostly for retail quantities.

Crude cottonseed oil is scarce on the spot, re- 
cent sales having cleared the market. It is not 
expected that any more prime oil will come for- 
ward until after the new crop, as the hopes enter- 
tained that the surplus seed left over after plant- 
ing would yield oil of prime quality have 
not been fulfilled. There is consequently a 
better tone to the market and home buyers are 
evincing more disposition to meet the views of 
holders here, as was illustrated by the quickness 
with which a lot offered to arrive this week was 
taken up at 34c. The sales reported in addition 
to the above were 200 bbls at 30c, and 175 bbls 
at 29c for export.and about 100 bbls for home use 
at 30@31c. As this oil was of off quality it may 
be taken as an indication that buyers were in 
need of stock and would probably pay good 
prices for prime oil. 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil is without spe- 
cial feature of interest. Jobbing sales are mak- 
ing at a range of 40@45c as to quantity and qual- 
ity. Stocks in first hands are lighter than they 
have been at this season for the last five years. 
Our market belng relatively lower than either 
Memphis or New Orleans no shipments are being 
made to this point, It would naturally seem as 
though higher prices must eventually follow tl is 
condition of things, and more so as the ecn- 
sumption last year increased from this time for

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The Cottonseed Crushers’ Convention. 
(CONTINUED.) 
[Editorial Correspondence Om, Paint AND Drvue 
REPORTER. ] 

Mr. Johnson, of Memphis,spoke in relation 
to the pooling proposition suggested by Mr. 
Lewis. His views would not favor pooling 
all the meal product, he said, as he did not 
think such a course would be best for the 
general interest. He did think, however, 
that local mills might unite to introduce 
the meal into their respective localities, os 
proposed by Mr. Aldije,and thus distribute 
the burden of the cost of opening new out- 
lets. In the same waya portion of the 
cake product might be pooled for ship- 
ment to South America or Europe, to points 
where it was not now sold. In case of loss 
from such efforts all the mills interested in 
selling these products should be willing to 
bear their share. A pool for the purpose 
of regulating prices on the entire product 
he did not approve of, as it was too much 
like a combination. He thought it better 
to introduce the product on its merits. 
When meal as a fertilizer was better appre- 

ciated the crusher would be able to pay 
more for his seed, and the farmer would 
then be stimulated to take better care of 
his seed, and this in turn would give better 
results in oil and more general prosperity 
to all who were interested in the industry. 
He urged individual effort on the part of ; 
crushers to introduce the meal in their 
own localities. It seemed to him that the ; 
main thing for crushers to do was to £o in- | 
troduce their products that people would 
be anxious to get them, and the crusher 
could then be sure of the best possible 
price, values being regulated by competi- 
tion with other commodities which went 
into the same channels. He had sent 20 
sacks of meal to a New England friend who 
had a fancy farm and was desirous of ex- 
perimenting with the meal. He called 
upon Mr. Hamilton of Shreveport for his 
views upon the subject, after his expe- 
rience. 

Mr. Hamilton said his experience had 
been limited, but that he had done every- 
thing in his power to stimulate home con- 
sumption, by recommending the use of 
cottonseed meal as a fertilizer and using it 
himself. He had proved it to be scarcely 
second to guano in value. His method of 
application was to sow it in the drills for | 
cotton, and in the case of corn to place it 
alongside of the plant after it had sprung , 
up. It was necessary to be cautious about 
having the fertilizer come in contact with 
the roots, as it was very strong and should, 
therefore, be mixed with the soil. He used 
from 400 to 500 lbs to the acre. Asa food 
for cattle he found it to be one of the larg- 
est flesh and fat producing articles that 
could be given. He had experimented 
upon the poorest and most unpromising ox 
he could find, and by feeding him bulls 
and meal had tattened him at the rate of 
five pounds a day. In exchanging with 
farmers he gave one ton of meal for two 
and a quarter tons of seed. 

Mr. Klapp said the pool was a new idea } 
to him and he was not prepared to express } 
an opinion upon it. The cake from his | 
mill w.s mostly exported, but very little 
going into meal. Ina general way, how- 
ever, it was very desirable that the Asso- 
ciation should make known by the best 
means possible the value of meal as a ter- 
tilizer and food. He had demonstrated by , 
actual experiment on a farm which he pur- 
chased for the purpose in Connecticut, 
that it was the best fertilizer ever used for 
tobacco. Also that as a food for sheep or 
cattle it was the superior of any other food. 
He bought 40 yoke of oxen and fed part of 
them on rye, part on corn, and the remain- 
der on cottonseed meal. This was in Mas- 
sachusetts, and the butchers at Brighton 
market pronounced the beef made from the 
cottons2ed meal the best they had ever 
slaughtered. On tobacco lands he had 
tripled the product in three years by the 
use of cottonseed meal as a fertilizer. He 
said that the neeessity for new outlets for 
meal must soon force itself upon the cot- | 
tonseed crusher. The present high price 
($32) in-the sugar districts was abnormal | 
and was caused. by a lack of supply at a 
moment*when there happened to.be an im- 
perative demand .from the sugar planters, 
Hitherig ppdat the present time: England | 
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has taken it as a cattle food. Latterly, 
purpose, and it could be raised in this 
country and sent abroad at a lower price 
than would pay the crusher to make cake. 
He stated that the Englishmen who had 
sent emmissaries to this country to study 
our methods had so far improved their un- 
decorticated cake as to make it almost equal 
to the Amerivan product as a food. It was 
no longer harsh and indigestible. but was 
so well reduced as to be a nutritious and 
harmless food. The prejudice against it 
was, therefore, being rapidly overcome; in 
fact, a large feeder in Kent told him he 
believed undecorticated cake to be the 
best, and the large cotton oil mills at Do- 
ver, Hull, London and Liverpool were sup- 
plying a considerable part of the demand 
for these feeds. Moreover, the mills in the 
South of Europe, at Genoa, Marseilles, and 
elsewhere, were shipping cake in bulk to 
Great Britain, and the constantly increas- 
ing supply from all of these sources was 
threatening the market for the American 
products. The Assoc ation should torm 
itself into a sort of tract society, and with- 
out delay prosecute the work of converting 
people, both at home and in new foreign 
markets to the use of cotton seed cake and 
meal. The committee on statistics might 
do a great work by the compilation and 
dissemination of informaticn bearing upon 
the value of these products. When he first 
went to England to introduce cottonseed 
cake, the English nen did not know what 
to do with it, and it requuired an act of 
Parliament to put iton an equal footing 
with linseed cake as a ‘‘feeding cake” 
called for by certain land leases made 
there. Now not only in Great Britain, but 
in Denmark, Sweden, Norway, and to 
some extent in Russia, this food was 
used for stock. By experiment and 
practical demonstration of their value the 
sale of cake and meal might be largely in- 
creased here. The sale of meal as a fer- 
tilizer was especially practicable in this 
country, where fertilizers are used to such 
an enormous extent. 

ol, Nelson said that cottonseed meal 
was the most permanent fertilizer ever put 
upon land, its eftects being apparent for 
three years. From 500 to 1200 lbs per acre 
was used, but experience had shown that 
400 to 600 lbs produced the best results. 
In the neighborhood of Memphis, where 
they raise large quantities of potatoes, it 
had been demonstrated that cottonseed 
meal was the best possible fertilizer. He 
had found by experiment that so largea 
quantity as 1400 Ibs to the acre rather in- 
jured thecrop and made it late, though it 
produced an enormous quantity of pota- 
toes. One farmer told him that he bought 
his meal for 90 cents per 100 Ibs, and be- 
lieved that every 100 paid him $6 in the 
increased quantity of vegetables it pro- 
duced. 

Mr. J. V. Lewis said Mr. Klapp had had 
more experience than any other gentlem:n 
present in the introduction of these pro- 
, ducts, and he moved that Mr. Klapp be 
invited to write a paper upon the subject, 
which the Association might print and 
circulate in various ways. 

The motion was heartily seconded, but 
Mr. Klapp declined to undertake sucha 
commission, He would, however, co-oper- 
ate with the committee on statistics, or 
would accept a place on that committee, 
and would labor to accomplish all that was 
intended to be accomplished under Mr. 
Lewis’s resolution. 

Mr. Geo. O. Baker, of Selma, believed 
that the time was not far off when the 
manufacture of fertilizers would be one of 
the most important branches of the cotton- 


' seed oil mill business. He had for ten 


years made it a leading department of his 
: business, had given away a great deal of 
meal, and had run an experimental farm 
for the purpose of demonstrating, beyond 
question, the merits of the fertilizer. The 
more cottonseed meal the farmers will use 
the better the results for them, as well as 
the mills. But the consumption can be 
increased only by tho efforts of those in-, 
terested. He had taken a piece of land 
which would only produce 18 bales of 
, cotton, and in ten years had brought it up 
to:producing 145%al@s. He had.taised-60

however, maize had grown in favor for this

bushels of oats to the acre on his farm, 
and all was due to the use of cottonseed 
meal as a fertilizer. His general practice 
was to put 200 lbs to the acre broadcast 
when the land was broken up in the Spring, 
and 200 lbs more when the oats had 
sprouted. He thought 400 lbs to the acre 
a sufficient quantity in all cases except for 
gardens. His own local market now took 
all the meal he*made, a result which had 
been attained-only through persevering 
efforts. New England used 10,000 tons of 
meal last year, and the sales in that terri- 
tory admitted of being vastly increased. 
Ho had sold meal to a large manufacturer 
of mustard, who said he found it the best 
adulterant of mustard they had ever used, 
provided it was ground fine enough. ly 
proper effort he thought a market could te 
developed at home in less than ten years 
for all the product, When comparisons 
were made with guano, the kind of guano 
used should be stated. He never hesitated 
when he came in contact with a salesman 
of guano to offer to put up ton for ton of 
cottonseed meal against guano, and let the 
farmer test them,and he never had yet 
found the man who could capture the 
meal. In Georgia they are moving in 
every direction to get cottonseed meal to 
manufacture their fertilizers. The Board 
of Agriculcure in that State has analyzed 
every fertilizer brought into the State, and 
had determined the commercial value of 
cottonsced meal to be cver $37. Some 
gentleman present had spoken of $32, the 
present price in New Orleans, as being 
“thigh,” when in fact it was $5 less than 
the commrcial value in comparison with 
other fertilizers. There is no vegetable, 
grain or flower grown that cottonseed meal 
does not benefit. Its extreme solubility is 
the cause of this and constitutes an im- 
portant part of its great value as a fertil- 
izer. It goes into a crop at once. He had 
taken poor land and made 62 tons of cot- 
tonseed out of 145 bales of cotton. This 
seed he trades at his mill for meal, and by 
putting that back upon the land again he 
can keep the land up to its highest pro- 
ducing power, without the aid of any 
other fertilizer, although a large produc- 
tion of seed is known to be a severe drain 
upon the land. He never knows what it is 
to lose a crop on land where he uses cot- 
tonseed meal. When he left home his oat- 
cutters were going into a field where the 
grain was shoulder-high, and would yield 
certainly not less than 60 to 70 bushels per 
acre. He thought that in issuing any pam- 
phlets upon this subject separate consider- 
ation should be given to the merits of the 
meal as food and as a fertilizer. If the 
two subjects were combined it would be 
more confusing to farmers than if they 
were educated in the matter by separate 
lessons. 

Mr. Klapp agreed with Mr. Baker as to 
the advisability of making distinct pamph- 
lets for the tivo subjects, but said a com- 
bined reference would have to be made in 
as cottonseed meal undoubt- | 
edly reached its highest value when serv- 
ing both asa food for stock and through 
the stock as a fertilizer. 

Captain Anderson moved that the com- 
mittee on the proposition to ‘‘pool” meal, 
be given until the next annual meeting to 
report. This motion was adopted. 

Mr. Baker brought up the subject of 
contracts between the crude mills and the 
refiners. There had been many attempts 
made to obviate the difficulties which ce- 
casionally rose between them, but he 
found only one way that proved entirely 
satisfactory. In making sales to refiners 
where prime oil was the object, he made a 
practice of sending samples by express, of 
a gallon or two, every week or so, in order 
to let the refiner know the quality of the 
oil on the way.It often happened that owing 
to delay in transit or some other cause the 
refiner would have 5000 to 6000 gallons of 
oilon the way before he knew what the 
quality was, and then if it was found be- 
low the standard of prime oil its rejection 
was a serious matter to both refiner.and 
the crude mill. When samples are furn- 
ished from time to time the refiner could 
detect eny defect in the oil in time to stop 
its shipment, by telegraph, with a enventege, 
to both parties.

Mr, Klapp said that as a refiner the sug- ’ 








ge-tion made by Mr. Baker struck him 
very favorably. He said sixteen ounces of 
oil was enough of a sample to enable him 
to testina very few minutes the value of 
the refined product, and the loss in soap 
stock. When a manufacturer filled a tank 
let him express a sample to the refiner, 
and before the oil was barrelled ready for 
shipment the oil could be tested, and if uff 
in quality the fact would be determined at 
once. The matter as it stood now was as 
vexatious to refiners as it was to the crush- 
ers, and he would be glad if the latter 
would make tests and satisfy themselves 
as to the quality of the oil. 

Captnin And+rson agreed. with Mr. 
Klapp, and thought the suggestion m de 
by Mr. Buker could be carried cut with ad- 
vantage to both crushers and refiners. 

Mr. Baker said he had sent many of 
these samples to refiners and the express 
companies would make a special rate, 
which made it as cheap to send a gallon as 
a smaller quantity. He recommended 
that crushers should make a practice of 
forwarding samples to refiners before ship- 
ping their lots of oil. 

Captain Anderson moved that the rec- 
ommendation be endoreed by the Associ- 
ation. 

This led to some discussion, not that any 
objection was made to the sending of sam- 
ples, on the contrary the usefulness of that 
method of doing business was generally 
acknowledged, but it was thought best by 
a number of the members to leave such 
matters entirely to private arrangement 
between the buyer and seller. The mo- 
tion of Captain Anderson was not intended 
as making arule for the Association, but 
simply as endorsing a suggestion. Still 
the matter was allowed to drop. It was 
evident from the discussion that the crude 
mills felt that refiners should not be too 
exacting; that whereas the crusher had to 
buy his seed as it ran, so the refiner must 
take some chances on his oil. It was 
hinted by Mr. Thompson that the quality 
of oil was often affected by the tendency 
of prices, and that oil which would not 
pass as prime cna declining market, had 
been known to come right up to the 
standard when the price was advancing.

Mr. Thompson moved a vote of thanks 
to Colonel Nelson, the retiring president, 
for the fidelity, earnestness and energy 
displayed by him for the last two yearsin 
executing the business of his office, and 
the discharge of the duties devolving upon 
him. 

The motion was unanimonsly carried. 

Mr. Klapp moved the hearty thanks of 
the Association to Messrs. J. V. Lewis & 
Co, for the kindness and hospitality ex- 
tended by them to this Convention. Unan- 
imously adopted. 

Captain Miller moved the tharks of the 
Association to the proprietors of the Grand 
Hotel, for their courtesy in placing 
meeting rooms at the service of the Con- 
vention. 

This was carried, and the Convention 
adjourned to meet in New York in June, 
1882, on a date to be fixed 4 the 
president, 

I have not attempted to divide ein pro- 
ceedings into sessions, or to designate the 
daysor hours of their occurrence. Itis 
sufficient to say that the committee met at 
noon on Ttesday and “was'in séssion more 
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or less of the time until five o’clock Thurs- 
day afternoon, when the final adjourn- 
ment occurred. A more deliberate delib- 
erative body one seldom meets, but there 
has been ample excuse in the high tem- 
perature prevailing during the meeting 
here, and the fact that work at the mills is 
not so urgent now as to require the imme- 
diate attention of the gentlemen who have 
come to Cincinnati. In addition to the 
facts reported herein, I have acquired 
quiteafund of information, of which I 
shall give the readers of the Reporter the 
benefit later on.

Messrs. J. V. Lewis & Co. were toasted in 
the warmest manner, but neither the senior 
partner nor Capt. Anderson could be in- 
duced to indulge in more speech-making 
than to assure their guests of their hearty 
welcome. I may here remark that to these 
gentlemen, as well as to their partner, Mr. 
T. H. Baldwin, those who have attended 
the Convention are indebted for the most 
unremitting and whole-souled attention. 

It was regretted that all efforts to elicit a 
speech from Capt. J. R. Miller, on the 
occasion of the banquet, failed most sig- 
nally. The hearty good humor of that 
gentleman never flags, but an overwhelm- 
ing modesty will not permit him to make 
speeches. I trust this may be overcome 
before he visits New York next year.

The Root of the Cotton Plant. 

Mr. W. ©. Staehle, an American chem- 
ist, has discovered a curious new product 
in the bark of the root of the cotton plant 
(Gossypium herbaceum). When the bark 
of this root is exhausted by alcohol of the 
specific gravity of 0.84,a dark reddish 
brown liquid is obtained, which when dis- 
tilled to recover the spirit, leaves a resin- 
ous matter which amounts to 8 per cent of 
the original weight of the bark. The new 
product thus obtained appears black and 
shining, but when pulverized takes the 
color of cochineal. It dissolves in 14 parts 
of alcohol, 15 parts of chloroform; and 122 
partgof benzol. It dissolves also in onus- 
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tic alkalies, and is precipitated from these 
solutions by acids. Hydrate of potash 
colors green. Sulphuric acid dissolves it 
with a red brown color. Its other proper- 
ties have not yet been examined. 
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The Standard’s Profits from Iron 
Storage Tanks. 

Thh Bradford Evening Star in a recent 
article says:—‘‘It has been known for a 
month past that the Standard wing at 
Olean has had in contemplation the erec- 
tion of several scores of iron storage tanks. 
They are to range in eapacity from 25,000 
to 35,000 barrels. At first thought the un- 
dertaking sounds immense, but after care- 
fully caleulating the outlay and profit the 
matter assumes a shape quite the reverse 
from that given to it hy people generally. 
A twenty five thousand barrel tank costs 
about $7,500. It is filled with producers’ 
oil, and certificates are issued upon which 
the owner and builder of the tank receives 
114 cents per month for storage. This 
would exactly pay the first cost of the tank 
in two years’ time. But there is still 
another source of revenue from this stor- 
age vault which aids in shortening the 


time of repayment’ Fifty cents a barrel is 


frequently paid by speculators for carrying 
or having oil certificates carried from day 
to day. By this means from $500 to $750 
should be made, reducing the time to about 
twenty-two months that it requires one of 
these numerous storage tenks to pay for 
itself. Not such a slow coach after all. No 
wonder that the Standrrd Oil Company 
aod the United Vipe Lines can afford to 
erect hundreds of them. 

It should be underst-od, moreover, that 
the monopoly goes to no expense in any 
manner whatever, in the conduct of its oil 
business, that producers do not in some 
way “pay the fiddler” for. It isa great 
hearted concern. It erects storage tanks 
to take care of the producers oil, and it 
levies taxes on producers oil in its posses- 
sion, and collects the revenue without even 
notifying the unfortunate victim of its 
purposes. It is a concern of secrets. Pro- 
ducers build its tanks, erect its extensive 
pump stations, pay for its pipes, erect its 
spacious offices and costly private resi- 
dences, and if they should ask of one of 
its representatives the privilege of ‘‘finding 
something out,” the chances are, ten to 
one, they would be requested to step aside 
and let some more unpretending person 
do the talking’ But then it is perhaps 
just as well. Producers asa rule, serf-like, 
kiss the band that smitesthem. Even in 
the matter of the publication of their 
stock report, they rush to the monopoly 
papers as if they were furnishing import- 
ant news to them, and apparently pleased 
that their sworn friends are deprived of an 
item. No wonder that the majority of the 
smsll producers yet look upon the stock 
report scheme as a Standard dodge, and 
carefully avoid it. The Standard, how- 
ever, knows all about stovks public and 
private, and could give oncy a month a 
complete list of everything doing in the 
the oil business, but it imparts no informa- 
tion. Producers should do likewise. 


Spectroscopic Detection of Cottonseed 
Oil. 

Mr. B. Nickells, who has been devoting some 
time recently to practical spectroscopic experi- 
ments, proposes a method by which the presence 
of cottonseed oilin olive oil may be detected. 
We my give the results in a very few words. It 
is known that olive oil gives an absorption spec- 
trum, showing a cutting out of the blue and 
violet rays, giving a fine line in the green and a 
distinct deep band in the red. Cottonseed oil 
gives the same results in the blue of the spectrum 
but the green and red purtions are continuous, 
that is, show no absorption lines or bands. Now, 
by comparing a specimen of the suspected oil 
with that of a sample of olive oil of the same 
thickness, any difference observable inthe in- 


tensities of the band in the red, and linein the 
green. portions of the spectrum, will point to the 
fact that the sample of oil in question has very 


probaly been submitted to adulteration. It is to 
be hoped that the author will continue these ex- 
periments, since applied to other oils they may 
possibly lead to some highly useful results.— 
Mouthly Magazine of Pharmaey.

Oil of Cloves.—The volatile oil of cloves 
has a pale yellow color, but becomes darker 
lt has a strong odor of cloves 
Its specific 
gravity varies between 1.030 and 1.060,

The oil of cloves boils between 240 deg. C 
and 255 deg. C. (464 deg. and 473 
is freely soluble in alcohol. 
added to the oil ._produces a blood red color, 
which finally turns blue. Ferric chloride 
produces a purplish blue color in an alco- 
holjic solution of the oil. Fuming nitric 
acid acts violently on it. Iodine dissolves 
in it quietly. A strong potassium hydrate 
solutién converts the oil into a crystalline 
mass of potassium eugenate. The oil has 
little (—4 deg. Gladstone) or no action on 
polarized light. The oil of cloves is often 
adulterated with cheaper oils andsometimes 
with carbolic acid. Essential oils.—If the 
sample is adulterated with other oils it is 
generally sufficient to determine the boiling 
point and specific gravity. On treating the 
sample with potassium hydrate in sufficient 
quantity the odor of cloves will disappear, 
and the odor of the adulterant may be de- 
tected. Curbolic acid may be detected, 
according to Jaquemin, by adding to the 
sample a trace of anilin, shaking with 
water, and adding a little chlorinated soda, 
when a blue color will be produced. 
Fleuckiger proposes the following: Agitate 
6 to 10 grams of the sample with 50 to 100 
times its weight of hot water, decant after 
cooling, concentrate the clear liquid toa 
few cubic centimeters at a gentle heat: 
then add a drop of ammonium hydrate, and 
a small quantity of the chloride of lime, If 
carbolic acid is present, the liquid will ac- 
quire a green color on shaking, which 
changes into blue. 

Oil of Copaiba.—The volatile oil of co 
paiba is a colorless or pale yellowish limy id 
liquid, which becomes slowly thicker ana 
yellower on exposure. It has a pungent, 
bitterish taste, and the odor of copaiba. Its 
reaction is neutral, and specific gravity 
varies from 0.€80 to 0.910. Its boiling point 
is about 250 deg. C. (482 deg. F). It mixes 
with iodine without violent reaction; it 
dissolves in about 40 parts of a!cohol specific 
gravity 0.850; and it yields a limpid liquid 
and crystalline compourd with hydrochlo 
ric acid gaxv. It has levo-rotary power. 
It is sometimes adulterated with the oil of 
turpentine. Turpentine.—The oil of tur 
pentine may be detected by the odor and 
also by the more violent reaction when a 
small quantity of;iodine is added to the 
sample. 

Oil of Coriander.—The volatile oil of 
coriander is colozless or pale yellow, having 
a mild and pleasant aromatic taste and 
odor; a specific gravity of from 0.60 to 
0.870 and it boils at about 150 deg. C, (302 
deg. F.). Iodine and fuming nitric acid act 
energetically on it; the latter producing a 
greenish resin. It is readily soluble in alco 
hol. It has been adulterated with the oil 
of orange. Oil of orange may be detected, 
according to Leonhardi, by its insclubility 
in an equal bulk of 85 per cent. alcohol. 

Oil of Erigeron.—The volatile oil of erig- 
eron is a limpid liquid of a pale yellow 
color, a peculiar aromatic odor, and not 
very pungent taste. The odor somewhat 
resembles that of hemlock. Its specific 
gravity is 0.845 and it boils at about 155 deg. 
C. 11 deg. F.). The oil becomes viscid 
and of a reddish brown color by age. It is 
slowly acted upon by fuming nitric acid in 
the cold; it dissolves iodine quietly; anda 
concentrated solution of potassium hydrate 
gradually colors it reddish, it is not very 
freely soluble in 80 per cent. alcohol. This 
oil is sometimes adulterated with cheaper 
oils. Fatty oils.—It is very seldom that 
one test suffices to determine the purity of 
an oil, and when such an examination is 
going on it is always desirable to employ 
several methods if possible. Weeks (Proc 
Am. Pharm. Assoc, Vol. 20, p. 242) sug- 
gests the following methods for the deter- 
mination of the purity of the oit of erigeron: 
Ist. The pure oil, when dropped upon fine, 
white filtering paper, leaves only a faint 
yellow stain at the expiration of three 
hours; whereas, the impure oi! would, if 
present, leave a dark, greasy spot. 2d. A 
solution of potassium hydrate, when 
agitated with an equal volume of the pure 
oil, and allowed to stand for a few hours, 
separates into two layers, imparting to the 
oilared color, When the oi] is impuro, a

the expiration of twelve hours, concretes 
upon the outer edge to a dark brown resin- 
ous substance surrounding a clear limpid 
liquid in the center covered with a thin 
white film. When an impure oil is sub- 
jected to this test the mixture formed is of 
a black color, devoid of the peculiar hay 
odor; it concretes to a black substance 
surrounding the fluid portion which is 
covered with a brown film. 4th. Concen- 
trated sulphuric acid (sp. gr. 1.843) immedi- 
ately forms a black} mixture when it is 
mixed with an equal volume of the pure 
oil. The impure oil solidifies completely at 
the expiration of twelve hours, while the 
pure oil only concretes at the edges in the 
Same length of time. 

Oil of Juniper (Berries).—The volatile oil 
of juniper is colorless or pale yellow; it isa 
limpid liquid of a mildly aromatic smell 
and taste. Specific gravity 0.862 to 0.874, 
but poorer commercial samples sometimes 
have a specific gravity of 0.860, The pure 
oil boils between 140 deg. C. and 150 deg. C. 
(284 deg. and 302 deg. F.). It turns polar- 
ized light to the left. It dissolves with 
turbidity in twelve parts of alcohol, ofa 
specific gravity of 0.830, and it is miscible 
in ail proportions of ether and carbon 
bisulphide. It showsa neutral reaction to 
test paper. Iodine acts energetically upon 
the limpid oil, sometimes pruducing fulmi- 
nation (Nat. Disp.). The perfectly colorless 
oil does not fulminate with iodine, but the 
commoner kinds explode powerfully (A. W. 
Blyth), Sulphuric acid coiors it brown and 
red, Old oil of juniper contains formic 
acid, from which it may be freed by sodium 
carbonate and rectification. It is some- 
times adulterated with turpentine, which is 
generally very difficult to detect. Turpen- 
tine,—Saturate the sample with hydrochlo- 
ric acid gas, and if turpentine is present a 
solid crystalline compound will separate. 
It may sometimes be detected by the 
peculiar odor of the sample, especially after 
exposure. 

Oil of Lavender.—The pure oil of lavender 
is a colorless, yellowish or greenish yellow, 
very lixapid, and nearly neutral liquid; but 
it acquires an acid reaction and viscid 
consistence by age. It turns polarized light 
to the left, commences to boil at about 15° 
deg. C. (865 deg. F.); dissolves with its own 
weight of alcohol of 0.835 to 0.850 sp. gr. 
[ts taste is bitterish and pungent. When ex 
posed toalow temperature a stearoptene 
separates. It reacts briskly and with som« 
detonation with iodine, and with mercuric 
chloride it acqulres a brown color, It i: 
sometimes adulterated with turpentine and 
also with the oil of spike lavender. Tur- 
pentine may be detected by the decreased 
solubility of the sample in alcohol. Oil of 
spike lavender has a more terebinthinate 
camphoraceous odor, and a deeper greenish 
yellow color, but the solubility is the same 
as the oil of lavender. 

Oil of Lemon.—The volatile oil of lemon 
hasan agreeable odor, pale yellow color, 
and a mild, aromatic, bitterish taste. The 
sommercial oil is generally turbid, but 
becomes clear on standing. Its specific 
zravity is about 0,852; it commences to 
voil at about 160 deg. OC. (320 deg. F.); it 
produces brisk fulmination with iodine; 
rotates polarized light to the right. By 
hydrochloric acid gas it is converted into a 
solid and liquid compound, which when 
listilled over lime yields colorless oil again; 
the solid substance is known as citrene or 
citronyl, and the liquid as citrylene, havihg 
alemon-like odor. By age the odor and 
taste of the oii become pungent and tere- 
vinthinate, but this can be prevented or 
retarded by the addition of 3 ur 4 per cent 
of alcohol, and decantation of the clear oil 
from the sediment. The oil yields with 
frochder’s reagent a deep orange-trowp 
color (Dragendorff). The oil of lemon 
dissolves in seven parts of alcohol, sp. gr. 

1.820, forming a turbid liquid, It is some 
times adulterated with other volatile oils. 
Volatile oils of other fruits are extremely 
lifficult to detect when used as adulterants 
for the oil of lemon, the odor and taste 
being the best means to rely on.

A Sulphuretted Hydrogen Appa- 
ratus. 
BY PETER HART. 

When hydric sulphide is only occasionally 
required, and then in small quantities, an 
apparatus which so furnishes it is useful, 
especially when it can be used repeatedly 
without washing out or replenishing, The 
oneI have contrived seems to me to fulfill 
these conditions. There have been many 
invented, but they mostly require either 
many joints or especially formed pieces of 
glass. This one can be made by any one 
possessing only very small skill in fitting up 
apparatus. It consists of two test tubes, 
the larger of one inch internal diameter, 
the other of such smaller diameter as to 
slide easily without friction into the larger. 
This smaller tube is by means of the blow 
pipe perforated at the bottom with a 
quarter inch hole and is also provided with 
a rubber stopper and a gas leading tube 
bent twice at right angles. Thelarger tube 
hasa piece of rubber tube two inches in 
length, and of rather smaller diameter than 
itself, pushed over its mouth, one inch on 
the tube and one inch projecting. This 
completes the apparatus. To work it fill 
the larger tube from one-third to one-half 
full of a mixture of sulphuric acid and 
water—one part acid, three parts of water. 
Drop a lump of iron sulphide into the 
smaller tube, insert the stopper with lead- 
ing pipe firmly into this, and thrust its 
lower perforated end through the rubber 
mouth of the larger tube, pushing it down 
until it reaches the acid, and allowing 
suflicient of this to enter the perforation to 
cover the iron sulphide, Gas immediately 
commences to be evolved and can be bub- 
bled through the solution to be examined. 
When sufliciant has been obtained, raize the 
upper tube until the lower end is out of the 
acid, the remains of which at once drain 
away from the sulphide and all action 
ceases, or practically so. It is only neces- 
sary to hang up the apparatus until again 
needed, when, by heating the end of the 
lower tube containing the acid over a Bun- 
sen burner, and pushing down the upper, it 
commences full action again. This can be 
repeated until the acid becomes saturated, 
or so much so as to require replenishing. 

Of course it need not be Jimited to the di- 
mensions I have named. A much larger 
upper tube might be employed, which, 
combined with a suitably sized lower bottle, 
would furnish gas enough for a quantitative 
analysis. By occasionally sinking the 
uvper tube deeper into the acid the stream 
may be fairly regulated, sufficiently so, at 
all events, for ordinary work.—Chemist and

Co.’s Mill, upon the market, and this feeling 
would undoubtedly have been intensified had 
there been at the time any more than a very 
moderate demand. The fact is, however, that 
the consumptive demand has not been large at 
any time during the past few months, and the 
jobbers generally having been pretty well stocked 
up, orders here have been filled without any very 
large drafts being made on the manufacturers. 
As was to be expected, the news of the fire 
caused an advance in the price of oil, as noted 
by usin our last issue, but in absence of definite 
information as to the amount of damage done, 
it was impossible te say with any definiteness how 
much the price would be eventually affected, and 
the policy generally adopted was rather the ten- 
tative one of waiting for developments. We 
now learn that all the beans in the main building 
of the works, amounting to about 50,000 bushels, 
representing about 100,000 gallons of oil, were 
covered with water and may be considered de- 
stroyed, so far as their use for the manufacture 
of prime oil is concerned, although some portion 
of them may be available for making lubricating 
oil. What proportion of the stock of beans in 
the country may be represented by this loss. and 
how much oil there may be at present on hand it 
is impossible to say. We understand that the 
Collier Company will rebuild their works at once, 
and as none of the principal mills have been run 
to their full capacity, it is not likely that there 
will be any scarcity of oil, even should there 
arise a much greater demand than at present 
exists, provided the stock of beans has not been 
too much reduced, as we have no reason to sup- 
pose it has been, On the whole, we can see no 
reason for anticipating any great change in price 
atleast for the present. Manufacturers still 
quote 10%c in bbls and 11c in cases, but we hear 
of offers by outside parties of oil in cases at 105g¢.

Indigo is still in an unsatisfactory position for 
holders. Buyers are not laying in stock and will 
only make purchases for present consumption 
when concessions from ruling rates are granted. 

-. The market, consequently, has a downward 
tendency, but cannot yet be called lower. What 
little demand there is is principally for Bengals, 
and of these we notice sales of 50 cases at $120 
@130. Gauteinalas are almost entirely neg- 
lected. For the soft kinds there is a moderate 
jobbing demand, and sales are reported of 30 
cases Within the range of our quotations. The 
market for these closes steady. 

Cochineal is still without animation, and the 
market is weak with a declining tendency. 
Small sales only are making at our quotations. 


Cutch is moving very slowly in accordance 
with the immediate wants of consumers, but 
there is no disposition shown to secure stocks for 
future requirements.

While 7@7%c will be accepted 
for prime goods by some holders, there are others 
who demand higher figures. 

Gambier has an advancing tendency and it is 
doubtful if purchases of lots, either on the spot 
or to arrive, could now be effected at less than 
4c, while 444@4'4c is demanded for small lots. 
The demand is not so active, the higher prices re- 
stricting business, and only a few small sales are 
reported. Sales of 100 bales at 4c and 2000 
bales to arrive at the same price. 


Sicily sumac is not wanted in a large way, but 
there is a fair call for jobbing lots, and in this 
way considerable stock has been disposed of. 
The market is steady and unchanged, holders

Aniline%colors have a steady jobbing sale and 
some dealers report an increased activity to the 
market, It is doubtful however if any large 
movement takes place before Jily. No new de- 
velopements are reported in the rumored scheme 
to establish a large analine works here and. many 
dealers express incredulity as to the seriousness 
of the project. 

Archil is only moderately sought for and sales 
are of apurely jobbing character. Prices con- 
tinue high, in sympathy with foreign demands, 
although some dealers quote at the old figures. 
There is an upward tendency to the market and 
higher prices may be expected. when an active 
call sets in. 3 

Bichromate of potash is firmer and 15}¢c is now 
asked for job lots. The advance is due to in- 
creased consumption and short supplies. The 
demand has been unusual for this season of the 
year, and manufacturers were unprepared for 
the movement. 

Cudbear is without notable feature and sales 
making are small, as no active demand has as yet 
occurred, Prices are, however, firm though a 
large lot would doubtless secure a low offering. 

Albumen is asked for only in a moderate way, 
the increased demand anticipated not having as 
yet assumed a definite shape. We hear of small 
sales of imported blood at 27}4c, and 25c will se-

Manufacturers 
refuse to sell under 3c in car load lots, but 2%c 
will buy from store. Stocks are heavy and the 
upward tendency noted in ‘our last has not as- 
sumed a definite shape. Present low prices are 
largely due to over production, the extensive 
manufacture of glucose having a strong ten- 
dency to keep ihe market at unprofitable figures. 

Sago flour has met with no change since we 
last wrote, and sales are of a retail character at 
234@3c according to quantity.

Demands 
are mostly from the Eastern consumers, but a 
fair trade is noted from other parts of the 
country. 

Oxymuriate of antimony is not changed since 
our last, and we have only jobbing sales to 
report, at a basis of 7c.

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Lorenzen’s Ammonia Apparatus. 


A new system of manufacturing ammo- 
nia from the gases which are evolved 
during the calcination of bones has been 
invented by Mr. Lorenzen, of Friedrich- 
stadt. The apparatus which is employed 
for the purpose is shown in the accom- 
panying figures—Fig. 2 being a plan and 
Fig. 4 asection through the line, I, II. 

The granulated bones are calcined in 
ordinary furnaces, A. At the beginning 
of the operation the products of the com- 
bustion (smoke) enter directly the chim- 
ney, S, through the flue, C; but as soon 
as the bones begin to give off gases, the 
register, s, is closed and » is opened. The 
gases first pass over a layer of quick lime 
heated to redness (placed in a small re- 
verberatory furnace, ), in order to burn 
the tar and transform the nitrogenized 
combinations into ammonia. After this 
the gases ascend on inclined flue, c, which 
leads them into an iron reservoir, B, 
against the sides of which there forms a 
deposit of carbonate ct ammonia, which 
may be removed through the man-holes, 0. 
Before reaching the chimney the gases 
traverse two towers, T, which are lined 
with lead and are connected by a pips, r. 
These towers are filled with coke drenched 
with sulphuric acid coming from the res- 
ervoirs, 4, and which becomes completely 


saturated with ammonia.— Scientific Ameri- |

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Spontaneous Ignition of Vegetable 
Substances by Nitrie Acid. 


The Berichte der deutschen chemischen Ge- 
sellschaft of February 28 and March 28, 
1881, contain respectively two interesting 
and important articles upon the sponiane- 
ous combustion of vegetable substances by 
nitric acid, the one by K. Krant, of Han- 
over, and the other by R. Haas, of 
Carlsruhe, in both of which is pointed out 
the great danger of conflagrations accom- 
panying the transport of nitric acid. 


The spontaneous ignition of vegetable 


substances by nitric acid has long 
been conjectured by some, but free- 
ly doubted by others. The spon- 


taneous ignition of a railway wagon 
on the Bavarian Railway in 1879, however, 
led the managers to place the matter in the 
hands of the Polytechnic laboratory of 
Carlsruhe, and R. Haas, the author of the 
second paper above mentioned, was 
charged with the investigation of the mat- 
ter. Before giving the results of huis re- 
searches in this direction he, however, 
alludes to the previous paper by K. Krant. 

The results of both Krant’s and Haas’ 
experiments admit of being shown as a 
lecture experiment, if not in the lecture 
room itself, at least in an open yard or 
under a spacious stink chamber. 


K. Krant fills a square wooden box, 25 
centimeters long and 40 centimeters deep, 
to the height of 15 or 20 centimeters, with 
either straw, hay, tow, cotton-wool, or 
shavings, upon which he places a glass 
flask or beaker containing 25 to 100 c.c. of 
nitric acid of a specific gravity of at least 
15. *He then fills up the remainder of the 
box with one of the materials above men- 
tioned, breaks the glass vessel containing 
the nitric acid, and at once closes the box

with a well fitting lid. In about one or 
two minutes vapors become visible, and a 
few minutes later a dense white smoke ap- 
pears, due to the decomposition of the 
nitric acid, which is soon followed by the 
rmoke arising from the combustion of the 
packing material. Upon opening the box 
five, or, at the latest, ten minutes after the 
commencement of the experiment, the con- 
tenes are found in a carbonized and lively 
smouldering condition, and upon the ad- 
mission of air bnrst into flame, which 
often consumes the box itself. 

Haas operates in very nearly the same 
way as Krant, but places the box contain- 
ing the material to be operated on inside a 
larger box, and packs in this with hay and 
tow so as to prevent loss of heat by radia- 
tion, which he considers to most nearly 
represent the conditions in a railway 
wagon. By this means he finds that even 
a weaker nitric acid than that used by 
Krant is sufficient to cause spontaneous | 
combustion, especially in warm weather 
and when a large quantity of nitric acid is 
called into play, conditions which most 
often occur in railway and other transit.

Edourd, from whom we give the following 
notes upon the Marseilles traditions re-| 
lating to the antiquity claimed for the man- | 
ufacture by the makers: The Gauls, says 
he, were the first to manfacture soap. 
Among them the belief is traditional that 
the Massaliotes were the first inventors; 
and in close proximity to them stand the 
different people of the Gallic nation. If, 
then, Pliny has authority to place among 
the Gauls the first manufactory of soap, he 
does so without presumption, eflirming as 
he does that soap was invented at Mersalia 
or in the Colonies. The ancients, says M. 
De Villeneuve, made a great deal of soap 
for their own use, but they employed it 
principally in medicine and to change the 
color of the hair. The same principles 
were employed by them in manufacture, 
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fat, tallow, and the ashes of the beechwood 
tree being the ingredients used. Soap has 


been discovered among the ruins at 
Pompei, and it cannot, tnerefore, be 


doubted that its invention is of great an- 
tiquity. We have spoken of the primitive 
soap, which was composed of grease and 
the ashes of the beechwood tree. Later 
on, that is to say, in the first cen- 
tury of the Christian era, Lixiviate was 
substituted for the ashes, and in the 
seventh and eighth centuries they added 
sel livivial (salts of lye) to make it more 
caustic. They did not at that time sub- 
stitute (as they did later) olive oil for fat. 
Soap was already at the beginning of the 
ninth century an important article of com- 
merce for the Marseillaise, it was not, how- 
ever, till the twelfth century that the great 
manufactory was started at Marseilles, and 
the only genuine manufacture of Marseilles 
soap dates from that period. By this time 
the use of soap having become universal, 
the industry acquired a great importance, 
and Venice, during the fifteenth century, 
having taken the precedence in commerce 
for a time, displaced Marseilles in the 
manufacture, but again in the seventeenth 
century the latter regained the supremacy 
which she had almost lost. At this time 
the adulteration of soap became notorious, 
and complaint was made to the reigning 
king of France. who issued numerous 
edicts prescribing the methods of manufac-
